Shopping for a 
color set ? 


You'll find that the big news 

in 1969 lines is portable sets 
with longer warranties— 

and with prices about the same

It's annual model-changeover time in 
the television set industry, and along 
with the usual face-lifts are develop- 
ments which could be important to you 
if you're considering entering the won- 
derful world of color. 

The most obvious new trend is the 
real arrival of the era of portable color. 
For the last year or so, a few makes 
of small-screen portables have been 
available, along with larger 18-inch 
“hernia-model” portables (table models 
with handles). But beginning this fall 
you'|| have a wide choice of really lift- 
able portables of virtually every make. 

The new-size color portable has a 
screen 14 or 15 inches in diagonal 
measurement. The emphasis on_ this 
size for the 1969 model year was in- 
spired by the success of RCA (and 
later Zenith) in pioneering the 14-incher 
in the 1968 model year. The new sets 
vary in picture area from 102 to 117 
square inches—about two-thirds the 
size of an 18-inch picture and a little 
more than one-third of a big-screen 
23-incher. 

These new portables bring color-TV 
prices within the range of more budgets. 


Among major brands, they range in 
starting list price from $269.95 to 
$329.95, with an average beginning 
price of $299.95. 

If 14 inches isn’t small enough for 
you, there are new sets with even 
smaller screens—11-inch diagonals 
bearing the brand names of Sears, Roe- 
buck ($239.95 catalogue price), Toshiba 
($290 and up), and a 12-incher from 
Panasonic ($279.95). Domestically man- 
ufactured 12-inch sets, and a new 16- 
inch size, are expected by Christmas. 

In the mini-screen category, General 
Electric is continuing its 10-inch Porta- 
Color, now with an improved picture 
tube. Starting at $199.95, it’s still the 
lowest-priced color set on the market. 
Farther down in size (if not in price) is 
a promised 7-inch color set from Sony 
this winter, using a newly developed 
superbright tube—but it’s expected to 
carry a price tag of $300 or more. 

A less obvious trend in the 1969 sets 
is One which could save you plenty of 
money on repairs. This is the extended 
warranty on the picture tube, by far 
the most expensive single component 
in the set. Color tubes formerly were 


generally guaranteed for a year, but 
every major manufacturer now includes 
at least a two-year tube warranty at no 
extra cost. 

Since a new color tube can cost as 
much as $200 (for the 23-inch size), 
the longer warranty is an important 
development. These extended warran- 
ties vary, however, and it’s important 
to know exactly what you're getting. 
Most of them cover the cost of a new 
tube, but not the labor to install it. A 
few, however, do include the labor. 
Westinghouse and Magnavox, for ex- 
ample, cover all repair labor for the 
first 90 days. 

One special warranty on a special 
set is worthy of mention. Motorola now 
includes a full two-year guarantee on 
all parts in its ‘‘Quasar’” series of color 
sets. The Quasar is a solid-state set 
(no tubes except the picture tube and, 
in some models, the high-voltage recti- 
fier). The works slide out in a drawer, 
and instead of repairing a faulty set 
the serviceman merely replaces one of 
10 circuit panels. This assures quick 
repairs and, according to Motorola, the 
set never has to leave home. The —> 
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Quasar sets, all 23-inch consoles or 
radio-phonograph combinations, start at 
$669.95 suggested list price. 

The Quasar has one of the two solid- 
state color chassis now on the market. 
The other is incorporated in most of 
RCA's “top-of-the-line” sets list-priced 
at $875 and above. The principal argu- 
ment for solid-state sets is increased 
reliability and longer life. Most other 
manufacturers are also going the solid- 
state route by gradually phasing out the 
most vulnerable and failure-prone tubes 
and substituting transistors and other 
solid-state devices—so most of the new 
sets have a greater percentage of solid- 
state circuitry than did 1968 models. 


Remember the letters “AFC.” They 
stand for Automatic Frequency Control 
(some manufacturers call it Automatic 
Fine-tuning Control, but it’s the same 
thing)—and they represent the most 
important development in tuning since 
the introduction of color television. In 
the 1969 models, for the first time, AFC 
is available on every major American 
brand of color TV. 

Not only does AFC virtually elimi- 
nate the fine-tuning operation, it does 
a better job by electronics than you 
could do by eye. After the channel is 
tuned in fairly well, AFC does the rest. 
It locks the set to the exact “‘peak"’ of 
the incoming signal and keeps it locked 
in, eliminating the ‘‘drift’’ which often 
characterizes television sets as they 
warm up. Even if the station’s frequency 
should drift a little—which sometimes 
happens—AFC follows the station and 
keeps it locked in to the set. 

AFC isn’t necessary in black-and- 
white sets because fine tuning is not 
critical. But for the best color, it's im- 
portant to have the set tuned to the 
exact center of the channel. Some TV 
brands supplement AFC with visual 
tuning indicators—tuning eyes, meters 
or bars. These are helpful in getting 
the picture tuned in closely enough for 
AFC to take over. 


Confined principally to top-priced 


models last year, AFC this year is 
featured on some low-priced table 
models and generally starts in the low- 
to mid-$500's in the big-screen con- 
sole category. 

If you live in an area with several 
UHF stations (channels 14 and up), 
AFC is good news for you, particularly 
when combined with easy-tuning de- 
vices on some of the new sets, which 
provide simpler alternatives to the radio- 
type continuous-tuning dial generally 
used for UHF channel selection. New 
this year is a special tuner on some 
Zenith sets which you can pre-set to 
any six UHF channels, making them as 
easy to tune as VHF. It also makes 
possible remote-control tuning of UHF. 

Other easy-tuning UHF devices car- 
ried over from last year: pre-set push- 
button tuning from Motorola; a ‘“‘click’’- 
type tuner from RCA, which covers the 
entire UHF band in groups of three 
channels at a time and can be set to 
skip unoccupied channels when used 
with remote control; a ‘‘signal-seeking”’ 
remote control from Magnavox, which 
scans the entire television band—VHF 
and UHF—stopping each time it finds 
a picture. 


There's one really new color TV prod- 
uct on the market. This is the ‘Scanner 
Color Slide Theater" by Sylvania. With- 
in one lowboy cabinet, it packs a 23- 
inch color set, a Kodak Carousel auto- 
matic slide changer and a cassette 
(cartridge) tape recorder. You can load 
your regular 35-millimeter home color 
slides into the changer and record a 
taped commentary. The slides are elec- 
tronically reproduced on the color-TV 
screen and automatically changed in 
synchronization with the commentary. 
The magic of electronics provides a 
completely new way to bore your friends 
with pictures of Junior's birthday party 
or your vacation trip to Hoboken Na- 
tional Park. The complete Scanner 
Theater is list-priced at $995. 

How about color prices this year? 
Principally because of the availability 
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of portables, there are more sets in 
lower-priced categories. On a model- 
for-model basis, however—with one im- 
portant exception—there’s little change 
in pricing from last year, but you often 
will get more for the same money be- 
cause of such new features as AFC and 
extended tube warranties. 

Here’s a rough guide to national- 
brand average starting prices in key 
color-TV categories. These are “‘man- 
ufacturer’s suggested list prices,’’ or 
equivalent—but actual prices can vary 
from area to area or from store to store. 
There also are wide variations among 
different brands. Added features, of 
course, bring the prices up from these 
basic figures. 

For 14- and 15-inch portables you 
can reckon just under $300. The 18- 
inch table model (sometimes called a 
“portable’) comes in at $369.95. The 
next step is to the 20-inch table model 
at $409.95, while the 20-inch consolette 
or compact console starts around $465. 
For just a little more—$469.95—you 
can step up to the largest screen size 
made, the 23-inch, in a table model. 

The one category in which there are 
significant reductions in starting list 
prices is the most popular of all, the 
big-screen 23-inch console, which be- 
gins $35 lower than last year, at 
$499.95. The royalty of color TV—the 
“home entertainment center’ stereo 
radio-phonograph combination—starts 
anywhere from $650 to $975, depending 
on make, furniture quality and type of 
audio components used. 

For bargain-hunters who are willing 
to shop around, the current new-model 
changeover period is a time for good 
buys in close-out 1968 models, partic- 
ularly the more de-luxe sets which gen- 
erally are harder for the dealer to move. 

Nearly 30 percent of all TV-owning 
families now watch in color. Six mil- 
lion more are expected to join them 
during the 1969 model year—an all- 
time high for any year—principally as 
a result of the wider variety of sets now 


available.

CARNEY 
THE CLOWN 


Although millions see him that way, they 
ought to take a second look 


Art Carney strode into the living room 
of his newly found, newly decorated 
apartment, shook hands and said: ‘Let's 
go up on the roof. It's cooler there.” 
Thirty-five floors over Manhattan's resi- 
dential East Side, Carney—looking gray- 
er and puffier than’ one remembered 
him; dressed in a loose sports shirt 
and slacks—peered at the skyline and 
said, “| don't know how long I'll be

going through this readjustment period 
of living in New York.” 

He'd much rather be in New England, 
he said. “That's a bit more my style. 
When | first got to Miami with the Glea- 
son show, some local reporters asked 
me at a press conference how | liked 
Florida. | said, ‘| don't.’ ’’ He chuckled 
at the recollection. ‘Their shocked re- 
action was_ incredible.” 
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But here he was back in New York, 
about to start rehearsal for a new play 
(“Lovers,” by the Irish playwright Brian 
Friel), and some of the old uncertain- 
ties were shoving their heads above 
the surface. “| hate to use the word 
insecurity,” he said, ‘‘but a lot of peo- 
ple are insecure. There are probably 
some insecure bank tellers. 

“I’m always worried about what's 
going to happen in the next six months. 
l’'ve been so damned lucky since | 
started in this business in 1937.” 


The man speaking was the comic 
actor who, among all his compeers, 
inspires perhaps the most unanimous 
response of affection and warmth every 
time his name is mentioned; who is 
widely imagined, inside his profession 
and out, to be touched with a dark 
Irish genius for both comedy and trag- 
edy; and whose limits as an artist have 
so far been only dimly perceived. 

Carney’s manager, William McCaffrey, 
once asked Alfred Lunt if he thought 
Carney could play the title role in a 
then-projected musical comedy version 
of Cyrano de Bergerac. The great ac- 
tor drew himself up, observed the man- 
ager coldly, and said: ‘‘My dear Mc- 
Caffrey. Carney can play anything he 
wants to play!” 

But Art Carney has never really be- 
lieved that; and all the Emmys (he has 
five), Tonys and Oscars in the world 
won't convince him of it now. He’s a 
worrier, a loner, a brooder, a non- 
joiner, an individualist, who would 
rather go bowling alone at 2 A.M. than 
be seen by gossip columnists in the 
right New York and Hollywood saloons. 
(He’s one of the few actors in this 
country who has no press agent.) He 
has been in a few saloons, mind you; 
some friends might even say too many. 
But never for professional reasons. 

And so, as one talks with Art Carney, 
one realizes again how superb an ar- 
tistic creation is the character of Ed 
Norton, the chuckleheaded sewer work- 
er whom Carney has brought to multi- 


dimensioned life in scores of ‘'Honey- 
mooners”’ sketches for Jackie Gleason; 
and how pure a construct—since Nor- 
ton is utterly unlike Arthur William Mat- 
thew Carney, who was born in Mount 
Vernon, N.Y., on Nov. 4, 1918, the 
youngest of the six sons of Edward 
Michael and Helen Farrell Carney. 

But so rich and real a personage is 
Ed Norton that television watchers in 
the American outback have forgotten, 
or perhaps never knew, that Carney was 
the impressive star (with Siobhan Mc- 
Kenna) of the 1957 Broadway tragi- 
comedy of Irish American life, ‘The 
Rope Dancers”; that he played a sui- 
cidal, divorced alcoholic in ‘‘Call Me 
Back,’ a 90-minute, one-character TV 
play which the New York Daily News 
described as ‘'such a brilliant acting 
stunt that it should be shown over and 
over again in all the schools where the 
art of acting is taught.” 


He was the star of Sean O’Casey’s 
“A Pound on Demand,” and he skill- 
fully navigated the subtle shoals of 
Thornton Wilder's “Our Town,” in 
which he played the philosophic 
New England narrator. Such achieve- 
ments aren't bad at all for a man who 
never studied acting, who has a limited 
education and who isn’t really an avid 
student of drama and dramatists or any- 
thing else. Carney has always con- 
sulted his guts when he’s had to puzzle 
out a role, and so far that’s been plenty 
good enough. 

(“He’s the only actor who doesn’t 
know how good he is,” Bill McCaffrey 
says. "Once, we were standing in the 
lobby of the Beverly Hills Hotel, and 
Gary Cooper, whom Carney had never 
met, came over and said, ‘Art, you’re 
great. Keep it up. I’m Cooper.’ Art was 
stunned. He’s admired by show people 
even more than by audiences.’’) 

Leaning forward, elbows on knees, 
there on the roof of his apartment 
building, Carney was reminded of his 
early days as a touring, $50-a-week 
comic with Horace Heidt's band, and —> 
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how he later was a radio mimic im- 
personating Roosevelt, Churchill, Mar- 
shall, and Eisenhower on a weekly CBS 
news program. His wartime Army career 
didn’t last long, because shortly after 
landing at Omaha Beach in Normandy 
with a heavy-weapons company, he took 
a chunk of shrapnel in his right thigh 
and spent nine months in the hospital 
waiting for his bones to knit properly. 
They never did, and to this day his 
right leg is an inch shorter than the 
left. It aches at times, when he’s tired 
or under pressure. 

After the war, he had gone back to 
odd radio jobs, and shortly after TV 
came in, he met Jackie Gleason, who 
gave him a bit part in a sketch. (‘‘The 
first time | saw the guy act,’’ Gleason 
has said, ‘| knew that I’d have to work 
twice as hard for my laughs. He was 
funny as hell.’’) 

Years earlier, Carney had married a 
girl he'd known in high school, Jean 
Myers; their three children—Eileen, 
Brian and Paul—were growing up as 
his career in TV and on the stage pros- 
pered. But by the time he was in re- 
hearsal (with Walter Matthau) for the 
stage version of ‘The Odd Couple,” 
the marriage was in deep trouble and 
Carney'’s emotions were ragged from 
the effort of trying to save it. 

It caused him an even worse case 
of rehearsal jitters than usual. ‘Il had 
great difficulty memorizing the lines. 
| had so much on my mind at the time. 
Finally, | learned them, we opened, 
and the play got excellent reviews.” 
Not excellent reviews—rave reviews, 
and Carney’s performance drew extrav- 
agant praise from the critics. 

But disappointment came soon after, 
when his role in the movie version was 
handed to Jack Lemmon. ‘Yes, | was 
disappointed,’ Carney said. ‘| thought 
Gleason and | would be naturals for the 
movie.” But instead of Gleason-Carney 
it was Lemmon-Matthau, the latter being 
a man Carney had never been friendly 
with, on stage or off. 

Carney's six months 
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in ‘The Odd 


Couple” were torture for him. His ef- 
forts to save the marriage failed; he 
moved out of his home in Bronxville, 
into a dingy Broadway hotel room, and 
sank into a deepening despondency. 
“There were so many parallels to my 
own life in that role. The character car- 
ries around pictures of his kids and his 
house, and shows them to visitors. Dur- 
ing one performance when | was doing 
that on-stage, | broke down and cried. 
The parallel was too painful. 

“The marriage problem was affecting 
me emotionally, mentally and physically. 
Finally, one night after a performance, 
| got in my car and drove up to a 
house | own in Westbrook, Connecticut. 
| sat down at the kitchen table, and | 
realized | couldn't go on. | said to my- 
self, ‘I'm cracking up. | admit it.’ 

“! called my manager, Bill McCaffrey, 
and a doctor, and told them | had to 
get help, that | needed treatment. | 
left the play and put myself into a 
psychiatric hospital in Hartford, Con- 
necticut, and that’s where | stayed for 
three and a half months. 

“It was a breakdown, mentally and 
physically. Thank God | made the de- 
cision that ‘I've had it.’ | couldn't have 
gone back to that play. | was defeated. 
| had the sense to realize | was crack- 
ing up. | had an excellent doctor, and 
he did a lot to help pull me out of it.” 


While still in the hospital, Carney 
was asked by Jackie Gleason to come 
to Miami to do a one-shot ‘“Honey- 
mooners’”’ sketch—a format which had 
fallen into disuse on Gleason's show. 
Carney did the sketch, but his redis- 
covered ability to function was short- 
lived. ‘It lasted a month. Then | broke 
down again and went back into the 
hospital of my own accord. 

“| had a few shock treatments, and 
stayed in the hospital that time for a 
little over a month. Then | said to my- 
self, ‘I've got to get out of here.’ He 
headed back to Manhattan, took a room 
at the Warwick Hotel on Sixth Avenue, 
and commenced a period of solitary 
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wandering and deepening gloom that 
was to last for nine months. 

“| was accustomed to a home in the 
suburbs for 25 years, with kids around. 
| got into a hell of a depression living 
at the Warwick. Sometimes I'd get to 
bed at 4:30 or 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. | was a prisoner of myself. | worked 
very little and didn’t leave the room 
much.” 

He was drinking pretty heavily at the 
time, as well. “‘I’d get upset and could- 
n't get a meal down unless | had a 
cocktail or two. | have an ailment some 
doctors call a ‘hiatal hernia,’ or an 
‘upside-down stomach.’ | used to get 
sick every morning, and I'd have to be 
careful not to lie down rignt after eating. 
Jt's OK now, except for sometimes when 
| eat spicy foods. After dinner, if | 
walk 10 or 12 blocks and stay upright, 
I'm all right.” 

Finally, a summons came again from 
Gleason in Florida, informing Carney 
that a full season of hour-long ‘‘Honey- 
mooners” was in the planning stage, 
with Sheila MacRae and Jane Kean in 
the female roles; Carney—who else?— 
was needed to play Ed Norton. 

“That was a tremendous lift,’’ Carney 
said. “| had thought | was through, 
that | was washed up. But | was so 
relieved and so elated at the prospect 
of working again.’ Off he went to Miami 
Beach. “Gleason knew what | was 
going through. We never once had a 
fight or a cross word."' 

And so for the following two tele- 
vision seasons, Carney devoted himself 
to learning the songs and the lines and 
stage business. for what amounted to 
an original one-hour musical comedy 
every week. But more important, he 
renewed acquaintance with an attrac- 
tive 41-year-old former production as- 
sistant to David Susskind named Bar- 
bara Isaac, whom he had known years 
earlier in-New York. In December 1966, 
they were married. 

“| feel very fortunate in having my 
health and being married to a wonder- 
ful girl who’s helped me tremendously,” 


Carney said. (‘‘She’s a comfort to him, 
no question about it,’’ says manager 
McCaffrey. ‘‘A year ago, | couldn't get 
Artie on a TV panel show with a 
20-mule team. But now, he’s a little 
more open, more flexible than he used 
to be.’’) 

On July 25, ‘‘Lovers'’ opened at New 
York’s Lincoln Center, and columnist 
Earl Wilson wrote: “It was a great night 
for Art Carney, who was merely immor- 
tal. . . . Brilliant." The WABC-TV critic 
said: “As refreshing as a waterfall... . 
Art Carney shines as he has never 
shone before." The New York Post re- 
viewer wrote: ‘Thank you, Mr. Carney. 

. . Art Carney gives it all his wild, 
human, crafted best.” 


Even though Gleason has abandoned 
the hour-long ‘“‘Honeymooners” format 
for the ’68-69 season, he’ll do occa- 
sional short ‘Honeymooners’ segments, 
and Carney will appear in five of them. 
In the talking stage is a weekly comedy- 
drama series called The Governor and 
His Daughter, which would star Carney 
as a widowed governor. ‘‘l’ve been of- 
fered many TV series formats, but this is 
the one that appealed to me,"’ Carney 
said. [The series was abandoned short- 
ly after this article was written—Ed.] 

The actor stood up and took a look 
at the New York skyline preparatory to 
descending to his apartment. In the 
elevator he said yes, he still sees his 
children and in fact was leaving shortly 
to visit his 2-year-old grandson and 
daughter Eileen in Bronxville. 

One recalled that Carney’s earnings, 
according to his manager, hung in the 
$300,000-$400,000 per year range, even 
though he refuses to appear in places 
like Las Vegas, where he could earn 
$40,000 a week. (‘‘He doesn’t like the 
night-club thing,’’ McCaffrey had said.) 
For that ample reason, among others, 
and because of the brilliance and bright 
promise of his enormous acting talent, 
Art Carney is in the lucky state—if only 
he would believe it—of having nothing 
to fear but fear itself.

Television watches over 
victims of coronary attacks 


in these our times of overcrowded and 
understaffed hospitals, a method which 
allows one nurse to keep an eye on a 
number of patients at once can be 
considered a godsend. In Los Angeles’

new method of observation might be 
considered technology-sent. In the 
Coronary Care Unit of the hospital, the 
nurse’s station serves as a single ob- 
servation point from which nine pa- 
tients can be individually watched. 
Eight can be watched by means of 
a bank of monitors mounted above the 
desk, while room No. 7 can be seen 
directly through the open panel below 
the screens. Closed-circuit television 
allows easy visual access to the 
rooms. In addition, monitor screens 
mounted on the desk show the pa- 
tients’ continuing electrocardiographic 
responses (a permanent electrocar- 
diogram for each individual also can 
be recorded on paper tapes, such 
as the one the nurse is holding, for 
future consultation). The technique re- 
sults in ‘‘superintensive’’ care, in 
which the patient is under the most 
comprehensive and continuous obser- 
vation in medical history.

The collapsing piano 
bench and the shooting doorknob con- 
sorting with something much more 
wickedly contemporary. “‘Let’s get out 
of Vietnam and not tell Martha Raye,” 
or Godfrey Cambridge inquiring slyly, 
"If we're so sexy, how come we're 
still a minority?” Or simply Sammy 
Davis Jr. in a fright wig jabbering, ‘Here 
come de judge, here come de judge, 
here come de judge....” 

What is it? It’s Rowan and Martin’s 
Laugh-In, of course. They are the come- 
dic glue connecting the 155-odd com- 
edy bits that occupy 187-odd pages of 
the ordinary Rowan and Martin script, a 
document that weighs one pound, 10 
and a half ounces, and _ contains 
enough material to carry Bob Hope or 
Red Skelton halfway through a season. 

There they are, Dan Rowan and Dick 


Martin, right on top of the ratings. The 
darlings of the‘'In” crowd. Challenging 
those two old Nielsen war horses, Jim 
Arness and Lucy Ball, who compete in 
the same time slot. Beloved of children. 
Fawned upon by hit-hungry network 
chiefs. And no doubt canonized by 
Marshall McLuhan, the celebrated ‘'Or- 
acle of the Electric Age,’ who has said 
that television is really just a discon- 
nected series of dots involving ‘‘all the 
senses ~imultaneously.”’ 

Who are these guys, and why? No 
Jack Benny or Bob Hope they. As 
young men they did not burst upon the 
entertainment scene to dominate it into 
their dotage. Until they did The Dean 
Martin Summer Show two years ago, 
only the most dedicated student of 
outlying night clubs or second bills in 
Las Vegas knew they existed. 

They played every state except Alas- 
ka, worked the kind of cocktail lounge 
where the customers sometimes offered 
them drinks in the middle of the punch- 
line, and frequently had to change their 
clothes in the men’s room. They knew 
intimately, too, the kind of little Southern 
town where the constable flashes his 
red light at you while driving through 
at 2 o'clock in the morning, and in- 
quires, ‘‘Where you think you goin’, boy, 
and how much money you got?” 

“We traveled by car because it was 
the only transportation we could afford,” 
explains Dan Rowan. “We were strictly 
one-tuxedo types. Burn a hole in it and, 
buddy, you’re dead.” 


LOOK WHO'S IN 
WITH THE ‘IN’ CROWD 


After years of comparative obscurity, 
Rowan and Martin have made it in TV

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“! still can’t really enjoy a steak,” 
explains Dick Martin. ‘‘Too many steaks 
in too many two-bit restaurants in too 
many two-bit towns.” 

During their salad days they operated 
in the shadow of Martin and Lewis, the 
hot-shot night-club comedy team of that 
time, and in fact reversed the order of 
their own billing in a vain attempt to 
help the public differentiate. But they 
neither sang nor ran amuck in the 


audience, as Martin and Lewis did. 

“Dean was the sex symbol, Jerry 
the perennial juvenile who dropped the 
tray of dishes during Dean’s song,” 
insists Dick. “We were improvisational 
a la Nichols and May. Our material may 
have been bad but we had presence 
and people liked us. When we discov- 
ered it was not what we said but the 
way we Said it, it opened up a whole 
new range.” 

“We have never had the ultrapersonal 
relationship with the audience,” says 
Dan. ‘‘Always it was just us two out 
there talking to each other as if the 


rest of the world didn’t exist. Hope has 
snarled. at his audience for years, but 
he’s the master. Not us. Never in 15 
years together have we ever said, 
‘These are the jokes, folks,’ or ‘Where 
did you book this audience? In the 
yellow pages?’ ”’ 

They started out to be writers. Dick 
was a salesman’s son from Detroit 
whose early life, he says, was clipped 
straight from an old Andy Hardy film. 


As a young man he came to Hollywood 
with the fanciful idea of becoming the 
new Ty Power, ending up instead as 
one of 16 writers of the old “‘Duffy’s 
Tavern” radio show. Dan was an orphan 
whose parents had been carnival folk. 
He had worked on stage with his moth- 
er, playing a girl until he was 8. After 
his mother died, Dan lived in a Pueblo, 
Colo., orphanage until he was 16, when 
he left to live with a family there. A 
few years later he went to Hollywood 
and became the youngest junior writer, 
he says, ever to slave-for the late Buddy 
De Sylva at Paramount. > 
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continued 


While there he watched Bing Crosby 
record one day and marveled aloud 
at his supreme self-confidence. Bing 
smiled and took out a roll of bills as 
big as a grapefruit. ‘“‘That’s where it is, 
kid,’’ Crosby said. “That gives a helluva 
lot of confidence.” 

He remembered that years later when 
the bottom had dropped out of the 
writing dodge, and comedian Tommy 
Noonan, then thinking of working as a 
single, introduced him to another strug- 
gling writer, Dick Martin, with the 
idea that the two of them working to- 
gether might turn out some usable stuff 
for him. Dick was tending bar at a 
joint in the San Fernando Valley. Dan 
had just given up on the used-car 
business. They wrote a sketch in which 
Sir Laurence Olivier succumbs to the 
temptations of Las Vegas and encoun- 
ters a drunken heckler while trying to 
do Hamlet. When Noonan decided he 
didn’t like the idea of wearing tights, 
they decided to try it out themselves 
at the old Charley Foy Supper Club in 
the Valley. 

Someone asked Dick how it went. 
“Badly,” he replied. 


What better reason to make the liai- 
son permanent? That same year, 1953, 
they opened at the Early Bird Club in 
Spokane, Wash. “The manager greeted 
us with, ‘Okay, so which one sings and 
which one dances?’ ”’ Dick recalls. ‘‘We 
had to tell him we did satire.” 

“Only later did we find out that sat- 
ire depends on what you satirize,"’ says 
Dan. ‘‘The Drama Quartet? Forget it. 
But Gunsmoke everyone Knows. And 
you can’t be ahead of your time. I’ve 
often wondered how some of Sid Cae- 
sar’s stuff got over. You know Sid. 
He'd have done ‘Bonnie and Clyde’ a 
year ago. It would have been a year 
too early.” 

Still, they were in show business. 
They played airless cocktail lounges so 
depressing that the jokes probably 
wouldn't have been funny even if the 
customers had stopped carousing long 
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enough to hear them. In Coquille, Ore., 
they worked a bar without lights, with- 
out microphone, without stage—from a 
vantage point on a direct line with the 
lavatory. To balance this, they found 
their own invigorating little pockets of 
love. Hobbs, N. Mex., a cattle and oil 
town, ‘‘adopted” them and placed a 
banner over the street reading ‘‘Wel- 
come Home, Rowan and Martin’’ for their 
annual appearance. ‘‘Funny thing,” 
muses Dan. “They never heard of Mar- 
tin and Lewis there.” 


By 1956 they were ready for Las 
Vegas. They opened the bill for Nat 
King Cole and a year later did the 
same for Frank Sinatra. ‘It was New 
Year's Eve,” Dick recalls. ‘| remem- 
ber how worried and apologetic the 
management was. They expected possi- 
ble trouble with noisy  celebrants. 
Trouble!? With spotlights, a chorus 
line, Sinatra? They’d never played Co- 
quille, Ore.” 

Winchell plugged them in 1956 and 
they made it into some of the snappier 
clubs, including the Cocoanut Grove, the 
Copa, the Chez Paree. ‘‘People began 
to ask, ‘Hey, where you been all my 
life? | never heard of you,’ '’ Dan says. 
Yet when producer Greg Garrison, still 
whirling from his success with The Dean 
Martin Show, picked them up as Dino’s 
summer replacement, they had never 
headlined the big time. 

Although The Dean Martin Summer 
Show changed all this, it had little to 
do with later developments. It was a 
typical variety show, the usual guest 
stars and ‘‘numbers’’ intersticed with 
“the essence” of Rowan and Martin, a 
more-or-less classical straight-man-to- 
comic relationship in which Rowan 
plays the suave voice of sanity while 
Martin, the well-meaning bumbler, glee- 
fully scuttles reason. Rowan may attempt 
to explain the Queen Bee’s nuptial 
flight, adding a few textbook details to 
emphasize the seriousness of it all. 
“The hell you say!” leers Martin, and 
they are off on an improvisation. 
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“We are talkers,’’ says Dick. 

“We have never ever written anything 
down. We feel our way,” says Dan. ‘‘We 
never do a routine the same twice.” 

The present show is a whole other 
scene. Its concept—loosely based on 
a remark by Marshall McLuhan, if you 
will—is a collaboration between pro- 
ducer George Schlatter, his partner 
Ed Friendly, their head writer Paul 
Keyes, special consultant Digby Wolfe 
(who used to toil for TW3 in England), 
NBC programing chief Mort Werner 
(whose special pet this project was), 
the young sketch comedians who con- 
stitute Laugh-In’s regular stock com- 
pany, and Rowan and Martin them- 
selves who, as TV’s most resourceful 
traffic directors, manage to make a 
queer kind of sense out of the delirium 
of Monday nights. 

After Coquille, Ore., a weekly TV 
show that has 155 bits and 250 tape 
cuts, a script to break your arm, and a 
schedule calculated to send 'em to the 
funny farm is like ‘going to a party” 
for the boys. They marvel at life’s crazy 
little pleasures, laugh at their producer’s 
jokes, admire their script girl’s gams, 
idolize their stock company—young 
actors whose joy in the proceedings is 
rivaled only by their own, generally 
exult in the marvelous mechanics of the 
success that was so long in coming. 
“They are like kids on Christmas morn- 
ing,’ someone has said, ‘“‘to whom 
Santa just delivered the damnedest set 
of electric trains!” 


They marvel, too, at the life they are 
now permitted to lead. Dan, who is 
fiercely competitive, particularly when it 
comes to sailing, has two grand pas- 
sions in his life—his young wife, Adri- 
ana, a beautiful Dutch girl whom he 
met in Australia five years ago, and 
his 35-foot ketch moored outside the 
living room of his Marina del Rey apart- 
ment. No matter how brutal the working 
day, he and Adriana (and sometimes his 
20-year-old son, Tom, by a first mar- 
riage) are likely to go for a midnight 


sail. It is then that the trappings of ‘‘the 
business’ seem particularly remote. 
Dick, also divorced from his first wife, 
is a bachelor who prefers, he says, to 
look at pictures of sailing. He is a gre- 
garious man, more aware of people 
and their feelings than most, who loves 
the golf course, the occasional beer, the 
company of his fellow comedians and 
other denizens of the bright new world 
which he and his partner now share. 
It is Dick who does the persuading of 
the superstars who so joyfully do the 
“cameos” in the show. It is not too 
difficult now; it is a status thing. 


When it comes to comedy, they are 
of one mind. It amuses them to dis- 
cover—as they did one day earlier this 
spring—just how subliminal their pene- 
tration can be. It seems that someone 
in Springfield, lll, had taken to heart 
one of Laugh-/n’s famous funny ‘‘news 
bulletins” which sporadically .race 
across the bottom of the screen. This 
was the one that said, ‘Help! I’m 


| being held prisoner in the news room.” 


Apparently someone didn’t dig Laugh-In 
humor. In a scene reminiscent of the 
Orson Welles-War of the Worlds inci- 
dent, real cops arrived at the TV sta- 
tion bearing real riot guns—which_ in 
turn made real news and a real case 
of the shakes in high places. NBC 
brass temporarily vetoed any further 
“news bulletins’ on the Laugh-In 
screen. 

Still the boys take it philosophically. 
They have often been compared to the 
Smothers Brothers, whose hip, politi- 
cally oriented comedy only superficially 
resembles theirs. They see themselves 
only as comedians who recognize that 
the politics of protest is happening, and 
hence belongs in there somewhere with 
their McLuhan-oriented Baggy Pants, 
Pig Bladders and Dumb Blondes. 

Dick says: ‘Tommy Smothers, he’s 
got something he wants to say. We 
haven’t got anything we want to say.” 
Dan says: ‘‘We’re there to entertain the 
audience. If it’s funny, we do it.” 
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With one eye on tne ball 
and the other eye on the polls 


College footballers can't ignore 
those national ratings

A distressing thing happened to the 
Notre Dame_ football 
fourth game last year. Its season came 
to a close. 

Seeded No. 1 at the start of the year 
in just about every rating system rec- 
ognized by the Geneva Conventions, 
the Irish shocked the planet by blow- 
ing two of their.first four. Faster than 
you can say Ara Parseghian, their world 
was vacant. The polls shunned them. 
A national championship now was out 
of the question, regardless of what they 
did the rest of the season. 

At near-by East Lansing, Michigan 
State, generally rated No. 2 at the start 
of the year, dropped its first two games. 
In the polls, the Spartans went under 
like the Andrea Doria. They never sur- 
faced again. 

Unmistakably, the weekly custom of 
ranking college football teams is af- 
fecting the game. Some coaches _in- 
sist it is helpful to the sport. Others dis- 
like it intensely. But whatever the view- 
point, the impact of the polls is felt 
on the field, in the stands, on the cam- 
pus and in the recruiting of talent. It 
also is noticeable in television, in which 
the TV ratings often reflect the weekly 
football ratings. 

An ABC official admits, ‘The high- 
ranked teams pull the audiences without 
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team after its. 


question. One of them appearing in a 
game might save your show, but two 
are preferable.” 

The Notre Dame-Michigan State game 
of 1966, featuring the top-ranked 
schools in the country, drew the largest 
audience ever to watch regular-season 
college football on TV. The ABC esti- 
mate was 12,600,000 homes, or more 
than 30,000,000. viewers. The game 
ended in a 10-10 tie. 

Last year's rematch was eagerly 
awaited by the network, for it was con- 
fident of a new viewing record. Little 
did it suspect that Notre Dame and 
Michigan State, by kickoff time, would 
be among the missing in the polls’ 
upper échelons. It followed, not sur- 
prisingly, that the audience dropped to 
an estimated 10,700,000 homes. 

A number of rating systems exist in 
the U.S., but only two pack a wallop 
of consequence. One is the United 
Press International poll, in which 35 
coaches participate. The other is the 
Associated Press poll, featuring the 
ratings of 59 sportswriters and sports- 
casters. Voters in both cases are scat- 
tered about the country. 

The judges submit their lists the 
first of each week, while a Nation hangs 
suspensefully from the light fixture. For 
the teams, it is sort of like waiting up 
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for the reviews. Often, on Saturday, the 
boys find themselves playing not one 
game, but maybe five—their own and 
those of four other teams they are bat- 
tling for position in the polls. 

College football people clash fre- 
quently over the advisability of the 
ratings. As coach of national-champion 
USC last year, John McKay acknowl- 
edges the intense pressures that polls 
create, but feeis, over-all, that they are 
useful. 

“Let's face it,” says McKay. ‘We are 
in competition with the pros, who have 
TV scheduling we can’t compete with. 
Polls focus attention on college foot- 
ball. If they help sell tickets, they are 
good for the game. 

“Admittedly, the pressure of the polls 
can be hard on the players, especially 
when a team is high-ranked. Each boy 
is under strain not to make the mistake 
that will knock down the rating.” 

McKay’s rival for the national cham- 
pionship last year, Tommy Prothro of 
UCLA, doesn’t feel that the pressure 
created by the polls is necessarily harm- 
ful. “Life in the Space Age is one pres- 
sure after another,” says Prothro. ‘The 
kids may as well learn to live with it 
early.” 


But others aren't so sure that college 
football couldn’t live admirably without 
the ratings system. They point to com- 
mercialism and to overemphasis on 
football and to the unnecessary excite- 
ment polls cause on campuses, where 
demonstrations frequently break out fol- 
lowing release of the weekly rankings. 
Classes are disrupted while pleasure or 
displeasure is voiced by the student 
body. Students have yet to move in and 
occupy the AP and UPI offices, but 
this is always a possibility. 
Then many coaches feel that when a 
school develops big poll ideas, it often 
doesn’t play the game in the best in- 
terest of its team. Last year, for in- 
stance, a dark horse, Houston, got 
off to an impressive start. In its 
first two games, it upset Florida 
State and Michigan State, both 


by wide scores. Now recognized in 
the ratings, it next went against un- 
muscled Wake Forest and, poll-minded, 
kept its regulars in the match far longer 
than it should have. It ran up 50 points. 
“When you have a game in the 
bag,” says a Midwest coach, “you 
clean out your bench in the sec- 
ond half and give the subs a chance. 
They knock their brains out in practice, 
waiting for just such opportunities. They 
deserve to play whenever possible.” 


A final argument against polls is 
the nature of the voting itself. The 
ballots are cast by people who often 
are rating teams they don’t even see. 
As a result, these judges are influ- 
enced only by the scores and not by 
the other factors by which the overall 


- Strength of the teams may be measured. 


In the third year of the four-year con- 
tract it holds with the National Collegi- 
ate Athletic Association, ABC recognizes 
some of the dangers of the polls but 
feels generally that the interest they 
stimulate enhances the college foot- 
ball package, which is costing over 
$10,000,000 this season. For this 
figure, ABC is getting 35 games—11 
national and 24 regional—plus a new 
bonus called a ‘“‘wild card’ game. 

Unlike the networks carrying the pro 
matches, ABC is handicapped by a 
schedule that is drawn up the previous 
winter. This has meant, in the past, 
that if a hot game, say for the national 
championship, developed in late season 
on the day the schedule called for 
Azalea State vs. Hog Maw U., the big 
game would be ignored. 

The wild-card arrangement allows 
ABC to pick one extra match for tele- 
vising on any date during the season. 
It will be played as part of a double- 
header. The network must decide at 
what stage of the going it 

wants to use its wild card. 
Obviously it will pick its 
spot carefully, and you can 
lay a price that the teams 
involved will be high in the 


polls.

Troubles Beset TV Over Chicago 


The TV networks have been in deep- 
ening trouble on several fronts in re- 
cent days. Mayor. Richard Daley’s 
running battle with the networks over 
the way they told and pictured the 
Battle of Chicago last month was 
making headlines. The networks were 
not about to give him prime time to 
defend the actions of his police, unless 
he wanted to be interviewed, and 
Daley wasn’t buying that. But he 
went ahead with a film putting forth 
the police version of the troubles, 
which Metromedia and other individ- 
ual TV stations volunteered to show. 
NBC meanwhile sought to placate the 
Chicago leader with an evening half- 
hour playback of one of his press 
conferences. 

Possibly of graver consequence was 
the uproar in Congress over TV’s tu- 
multuous Chicago show. Many a law- 
maker was boiling mad about it and 
making no secret of the fact. A Con- 
gressional probe already is under way; 
hearings could begin in several weeks. 
The inquiry, the TV industry fears, 
may not confine itself to the fairness 
of TV’s reporting of the Chicago con- 
vention and disorders; it could range 
over the whole spectrum of televised 
violence. One Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee member, Frank E. Moss (D- 
Utah), also wants the “entire question 
of television influence on Presiden- 
tial election procedures” explored. 
Back in Chicago a Federal judge has 
ordered a grand jury to investigate 
various aspects of the trouble, includ- 
ing rumors that some television net- 
works “engaged in an interstate con- 


spiracy to unduly influence the con- 
vention by television.” 


Surprisingly, in view of TV’s disfavor 
on Capitol Hill, the Senate passed and 
sent to a joint conference with the 
House a money bill giving $6 million 
in start-up funds to the fledgling 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting. 

PBL won’t begin its second season 
until Dec. 1—“We want to be abso- 
lutely ready,” explains the program’s 
boss, Av Westin—and this time Westin 
is carefully guarding against the sort 
of this-is-TV-you-can’t-miss ballyhoo 
that heralded the experimental series 
a year ago. He suggests the Sunday 
night telecasts, cut down from two 
hours to 90 minutes, won’t look signif- 
icantly different from last season’s. 
Still, he hints at some attempts to blaze 
new trails. For instance: French film- 


. maker Jean-Luc Godard (“Breath- 


less”) is shooting a movie in the U.S. 
for PBL. Title: “One American Movie.” 


If Tonight Show buffs switch to NBC 
at 11:30 (N.Y. time) a few times and 
don’t find Johnny Carson on deck, 
are they apt to lose the habit? Carson 
says he thinks so—in fact, so strongly 
he refused to tape his stint the other 
night because the network expected 
to carry a football game which would 
run past midnight. Three nights later, 
when a dramatic special ran 10 min- 
utes into local news time, NBC bowed 


- to Mr. C, ordering local stations to

AY network-movie week that starts 
out with “Becket” and “Zorba the 
Greek” has it made quality-wise—and 
also, as this first all-premiere movie- 
a-night week of the new season indi- 
cates, has nowhere to go but down 
after these two fine offerings. 
“Becket,” the 1964 film based on the 
Anouilh play about the relationship 


and conflict between Thomas Becket - 


and Henry II, is that rare thing, a 
spectacular of content and character, 
faithful to its source and a powerful 
and fascinating film in its own right. 
With Peter O’Toole as the passionate 
and mercurial Henry and Richard 
Burton as the calm and cold-eyed 
Becket, the conflict is one almost of 
fire and rock and not, thanks to Peter 
Glenville’s direction, of 
though the sheer delight of language 
as it is spoken by the cast is a major 
asset. Anouilh oversimplified the is- 
sues but not the men or texture of 
their time, and while we might wish 
for less deference to the play and 
more clarification of motive, “Becket” 
stands as a beautiful film, distinguish- 
ed by the volatility versus immutabil- 
ity of the O’Toole and Burton per- 
formances. 

The cutting telecasting will impose 
on “Zorba the Greek” may well be to 
the good, for this film was flawed by 
attenuation and repetition in its orig- 
inal two hours and 22 minutes. It too 
boasts two brilliant performances, 
those of Anthony Quinn, in his finest 
role as the lusty extroverted Zorba, 
who befriends a passive introverted 
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rhetoric, , 


Englishman. Quinn combines an ani- 
mal quality, a childish charm and a 
deep-rooted worldly wisdom to beau- 
tiful effect. And Lila Kedrova too is 
superb as the aging and eternal co- 
cotte reliving the glorious past when 
she was the beloved of four admirals. 

From these on down, there’s “Gyp- 
sy,” which at least retains some of the 
brightness and bite of the stage musi- 
cal, provided that you can accept 
Rosalind Russell as a watered-down 
Gf no less energetic) Ethel Merman 
and petite Natalie Wood as the larger- 
than-life Gypsy Rose who was known 
as the “Gene Tunney of Burlesque.” 
The real Ethel Merman shows up as a - 
bordello-keeper in “The Art of Love,” 
which also has a Carl Reiner screen- 
play; Dick Van Dyke, James Garner 
and Elke Sommer, and lots of wig- 
wearing, pratfalling and mugging. It 
doesn’t happen to have any laughs 
at all. 

In “Blindfold,” a bit of spy-and- 
counterspy fluff, Rock Hudson and 
Claudia Cardinale are at their best 
when posing as a pair of department- 
store dummies. Lana Turner isn’t 
quite as animated as a wife turned 
bookie in “Who’s Got the Action?” a 
dreary pseudo-Runyonesque pseudo- 
comedy that does, however, have the 
impeccable Walter Matthau on hand as 
an impeccable heavy. “Sex and the 
Single Girl” has Tony Curtis complete 
with “Don’t holler on me” dialect and 
wearing women’s clothes for laughs. 
It may be premiere time—but what’s 
new?

“Why am | here in- 
stead of in the press 
section at Convention 
Hall, watching the ac- 
tion’ in person? Well, 
I'll tell you. I've got a 
staff of 1637 people 
doing my leg work in 
Convention Hall and 
elsewhere. They're not 
on my paper’s pay roll, but they're 
doing a lot of my work. 

“That's the number of people | under- 
stand NBC and CBS sent down here to 
cover the Republican National Conven- 
tion. NBC is handling the camera pool 
coverage in the hall here. CBS will do 
the pool coverage at the Dems’ conven- 
tion in Chicago.” 

“How about ABC?” 

“Well, as you know, they’re not giving 

_gavel-to-gavel coverage. Just a 90- 
minute wrap-up each evening, but with 
access to the pool shots in the hall. 
We find all but 15 minutes of that use- 
ful in double-checking of our hitch- 
hiking on the NBC and CBS saturation 
coverage, from which we have culled 
notes .on whatever we think we can use

in our stories.” 

He scoffed at the 15 minutes of rep- 
artee between William Buckley, the 
conservative, and Gore Vidal, liberal, 
with the comment that they were ‘“‘less 
interested in sensible comment on 
what’s going on than in trying to out- 
witty each other.”

“Usually,” he went on, ‘‘there’s some- 
body available to send out to our state 
delegation if there’s a caucus or some 
other development that the networks 
might overlook but is important to our 
paper. Somebody doing sidebars sits 
in now and then at the sessions in the 
hall. 

“Then, of course, we have a man as- 
signed to our state delegation at its 
hotel and with each of the major candi- 
dates—Nixon, Rockefeller and Reagan. 
They attend the press conferences and 
try to interview important visitors.’ 

“Who writes the lead story for your 
paper?” 

“It all depends. I'll be writing the 
nomination and roll-call story tonight— 
it will be the lead story for Thursday 


morning's paper. | may stay here and 
do it, but likely I'll be in our space, 
just like this, in the working-press- 
accommodations section of the hall. 
There or here, I'll-be following on a TV 
set what's going on out where the 
action is. I'll take notes, and of course 
I'll have dupes of our other staff stories, 
as well as AP and UPI and a couple of 
other services.” 

“Have you been in the hall at all so 
far?” 

“| sat in a press seat for about an 
hour of the opening session just to get

“But, oh boy,"’ he concluded, “those 
television cameras with wide-angle and 
telescopic lenses are really ubiquitous 
and peripatetic, to use a couple of 
two-dollar words | couldn’t get into my 
Paper.” 

The second man | visited said there 
had been no discussion with his bosses 
of the convenience or the propriety 
of stealing from television coverage of 
the Miami Beach happenings in lieu 
of personal attendance, or, more ex- 
actly, to supplement limited ‘‘live’’ cov- 
erage by his paper's staff. 


“It's the same principle as the use 
of AP Local copy in New York,” he ex- 
plained, “‘except that the papers rep- 
resented here don’t put up any dough 
for the services of the networks. 

“In New York, the papers pay the 
bill for AP Local, as well as the trunk 
wires, and it covers everything, even 
insignificant events, and completely. All 
the papers—used to be seven only a 
few years ago, now only three—get 
reams and reams of the same copy, and 
if they haven’t covered a story them- 
selves, they rewrite AP, maybe after a 
telephone call or two. And the story 
in each paper about the same piece 
of news is different. 

“That's the way it works here with 
TV,” he said. “It’s all in the writing. | 
don't know how the papers managed 
before television. I'd think they would 
have had to pool their resources, like 
with AP Local. Both AP and UPI have 
about 150 reporters each, but still every 
Paper in the country that could afford it 
has sent down at least one member of 
its own staff. And more than likely, he’s 
watching TV somewhere away from 
the hall, which he could have done 
back home. It’s the right to use the 
Miami Beach date line legitimately that 
matters.” 

In the third newspaper cubicle | 
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visited at the Fontainebleau, my friend 
was sitting before his set, taking notes 
on Mr. Nixon's press-conference an- 
nouncement of his choice of a running 
mate. He waved a greeting and when 
the conference was over, he said: 
“There were about 200 reporters at that 
press conference, the biggest number 
in personal attendance at any happening 
outside the Convention Hall. That's out 
of 2000 reporters sent down here. Nine 
out of 10 reporters were not present at 
the most important event of the day, ex- 
cept for the nominating session itself. 
A lot of them were doing just what | 
was doing when you came in—catching 
it on TV. Why not?” 

Why not, indeed? 

My fourth friend had introduced an 
eavesdropping refinement in his paper’s 
press quarters. He had two sets going, 
one tuned to one network and the other 


complete coverage. 

“| monitor NBC,"’ he explained, ‘“‘and 
make notes on anything that suits my 
purpose. That black-and-white set over 
there is tuned to CBS. | have a tape 
recorder plugged to it, and it picks up 
all the audio being transmitted. The 
cassette, or cartridge, holds 45 minutes 
of tape on each side. When there's a 
lull and | have time, | give the tape a 
fast playback to see if CBS had some- 
thing | wanted and NBC missed. In 
some of the pressrooms they have two 
men monitoring the sets, but we don't 
have an extra man to spare. The tape 
recorder serves the purpose even bet- 
ter, for exact quotations, than penciled 
notes.” 


In the fifth press booth | visited, the 
friend | came to see shook his head 
wonderingly when | asked him about

television. => 
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“The networks haven't yet got quite 
powerful enough to dictate the choice 
of a convention city by the two major 
parties,” he said. ‘‘They were unable 
to persuade the Democrats to follow 
the Republicans here in Miami Beach, 
using the same facilities. | hear they 
even offered to sweeten the convention 
money pot with some of the vast sums 
they would have saved, but no soap. 
Mayor Daley wanted the Dems _ in 
Chicago, and Chicago it will be. 


“But everything else here is geared to 
television’s needs, time and audiences. 
All sessions at night except the opening 
ceremonies, to get prime-time viewers. 
Sessions start on time and some of 
them even end on time. Time limits on 
demonstrations, and the lengths of nom- 
inating and seconding speeches. Theo- 
retical limitations, at least. | suppose it’s 
too much to expect both parties to elim- 
inate ail those tedious nominations of 
favorite sons, or to stop entirely those 


demonstrations that are about as 'spon- . 


taneous’ as a Broadway play. But the 
networks might bring it about by threat- 
ening not to cover them. That could do 
tog 

The last friend on my press visit- 
ing list, a real cynical old-timer, pointed 
out with considerable amusement an- 
other change in convention - behavior 
that has been wrought by television’s 
all-pervasive eye. 

“It has changed the drinking habits 
of the delegates and other political 
hacks who become minor officials at the 
conventions,” he said. ‘Phony movies 
have given newspapermen the reputa- 
tion of being lushes, but it isn’t true. At 
least, they don’t get drunk on the job, 
and covering a convention is work. 

“But a good many other people on 
the floor of the hall used the occasion 
as an opportunity—you know, away 
from home, one of the boys, all that— 
for one long binge. Free liquor every- 
where, drink up, men. | covered several 
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conventions before 1952 and I’ve seen 
many a man roaming the aisles so 
drunk he didn’t know where he was 
and, moreover, didn't care. Wheee! 

“Not now. A delegate never knows 
from one minute to the next when a 
telescopic lens will be trained on him 
from up there in the rafters, showing 
the folks back home a close-up of his 
woozy face, his eyes looking like roll-top 
desks half closed; and along with it a 
microphone thrust in his face to pick 
up his drunken mumblings. He and the 
rest of the boys postpone the drinking 
for the hotels. Whether this reform is 
for better or worse depends on your 
viewpoint, | suppose.” 

Incidentally, in my attendance at the 
convention as a free-lance writer, | 
spent about one hour in the hall—i5 
minutes in a so-called Honored Guest 
section behind the delegates, 15 min- 
utes in a usurped press seat and half 
an hour in the working press section 
in the old portion of the hall. Yet, in 
my rounds and in my hotel room, a 
TV set was within range nearly all the 
time, and | recorded on a portable 
recorder some four hours of network 
audio on the most significant happen- 
ings of the week, as well as my inter- 
views with newspaper friends. For the 
brief and infrequent periods when | was 
beyond the range of a TV set, | carried 
a transistor radio in my shirt pocket. 


Ah, the age of electronics! It lightens 
the reportorial work load considerably. 

A survey conducted by a firm that 
specializes in such things indicated that 
53.5 percent of all adults in the Na- 
tion watched the convention proceed- 
ings through Richard Nixon’s nomina- 
tion at 1:49 A.M. Thursday. The same 
survey showed that 88.8 percent of 
113,660,000 adults read newspaper ac- 
counts of the convention. 

The public still wants to ‘‘see it in 
print,” even if what they see is only 
television verbiage rewritten.

In a tiny Italian village, Anthony Quinn muses over ‘Zorba ,' 
one of his films on TV this year 


by Robert Musel 


In a medieval village perched on a 
mountaintop in Italy, Anna Magnani is 
about to fling a plate of hot fettuccine 
at her browbeaten husband, Anthony 
Quinn, and chase him out into the 
square, whose centerpiece is a foun- 
tain in the shape of a stone turtle. The 
water courses through the turtle in such 
a way that its pet name will convulse 
Italians in movie audiences as it does 
the onlooking tourists who get a very 
free translation. 

This is Anticoli Corrado and they 
are filming ‘The Secret of Santa Vit- 


toria’ here because the village that 
was the actual setting of the wartime 
comedy flunked its screen test. Peasant 
women, carrying burdens on_ their 
proudly erect heads, watch curiously 
and nudge each other: These energetic 
visitors with their Cadillacs and cameras 
have been fooled by blue skies into 
hauling thousands of gallons of water 
up the mountainside to simulate rain 
when any native could have told them 
the heavens would shortly bucket down 
plenty of real rain. 
Alas for the fans of country philos- > 
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ophers and peasant lore—the natives 
are wrong. If producer-director Stan- 
ley Kramer had waited for the real rain 
that finally came, his cast would have 
been brained by hailstones the size 
of ravioli. Instead Kramer uses the 
gentle rain that droppeth from the off- 
camera pipes, and he directs Quinn 
to stare moodily into the camera till the 
command of ‘'Cut.” 

Later, safely in a shed near-by, Quinn 
looks up from the portable chessboard 
that helps speed the interminable hours 
of waiting between scenes, to consider 
the unusual fact that he is being inter- 
viewed by a television magazine. ‘Must 
be ‘Zorba the Greek,’"’ he says. 
‘They're doing that one on TV, | know.” 
(This Sunday, Sept. 22, on ABC.) 

He is interested to hear that not only 
“Zorba’’ but at least two other of his 
films are scheduled for network presen- 
tation—"'A High Wind in Jamaica’ and 
“Lost Command.” ‘'Is it a Quinn season, 
then?” he laughs. If it is, he deserves 
it} Quinn’s acting honors are well 
earned. Sitting there in baggy trousers, 
heavy shoes, the stubble of a pepper- 
and-salt beard on his corrugated face, 
he might well have been Italo Bombo- 
lini, the buffoon-mayor who (in the film) 
Saves more than a million bottles of 
wine from the Germans in World War Il. 


Quinn is 6-feet-2, powerfully built and 
growing young gracefully, according 
to biographies which this year list him 
as 52. He broke into films in 1937 
playing an Indian in ‘‘The Plainsman,”’ 
a role he got by lying that he was half 
Cherokee instead of the product of an 
Irish father and a Mexican mother. Cecil 
B. DeMille was so impressed by the 
supercharged performance that he 
asked the Motion Picture Academy to 
found a new category of Oscar: Most 
Auspicious Debut. The Academy turned 
down the suggestion, but Quinn got a 
prize anyway: daughter Katherine De- 
Mille as wife and mother of his first 
four children. 

Quinn lost the chess game, as he 
usually does, and we went over to 
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makeup. He paused in the square to 
pat the heads of his three young sons 
by his second wife. Yolanda Addolori, 
a blonde, comfortably-shaped Vene- 
tian who was assigned to help him with 
nis costumes in “Barabbas’’ and be- 
came mistress of his treasure-tilled villa 
outside Rome. Quinn's extraordinary | 
candor makes him a hard man to judge 
by ordinary standards. He did not hide 
his affair with Yolanda nor the birth of 
two children before the wedding, at 
which his bride wore a gown designed | 
to minimize the impending arrival of a 
third. 


Asking Quinn to recall his colorful 
career is a quicksand into which time 
sinks without a trace. The conversation 
had to be wrenched back to the Quinn 
movies on TV. 

“Part of the talent of an actor is 
what he chooses to play,’’ Quinn says. 
“You've got to keep coming up with 
Surprises to avoid being typed. This 
year, for example, | played Pope Kiril 
in ‘The Shoes of the Fisherman’ and an 
Onassis-itype Greek in ‘The Magus.’ | 
was a different kind of Greek in ‘Zorba.’ 
Do you realize ‘Zorba’ was around for 
years? Nobody wanted to do it. Burl 
lves turned it down. So did Burt Lan- 
caster. They said: ‘Who cares about 
an old man making love to a broken- 
down old broad?’ 

“But we made the film with spit and 
affection and a little talent. In my career 
l've learned not to fall in love with 
parts. You have too many heartaches 
if you don't get them. | was doing 
‘Tchin-Tchin’ on the New York stage 
and Michael Cacoyannis came around 
to see me. We had been talking about 
‘Zorba’ for seven years, but | was reti- 
cent about saying yes.

Fred Rogers has helped 

| thousands of children over the 
| rough spots on 

the road to growing up

A TV series comes and a TV series 
goes. And when it goes, few besides 
the actors and their creditors bother to 
notice. Not so the day an innovative 
children’s show called Misterogers’ 
Neighborhood on the Eastern Educa- 
| tional Television network ran out of 
money. Thousands of kids and parents 
decided they’d rather fight than switch. 
| Chicago’s WTTW-TV, for instance, got 
a switchboard full of squawking Mister- 
ogers fans, and in Boston, WGBH-TV 
found itself confronted with the kind 
of public protest that sparked the 
trouble over the tea tax in 1773. 

Thanks to a $150,000 Sears, Roe- 
buck Foundation Grant, Misterogers’ 
Neighborhood is back. The show, 
produced by WQED-TV, Pittsburgh, 
is now being aired on 87 National 
Educational Television stations. And 
to hordes of children Fred Rog- 
ers, the show’s creator-star, is fast 
becoming Drs. Spock and Doolittle 
rolled into one. When he made an 
appearance in Boston, 10,000 de- 
voted kids came to shake his hand. 

That's an imposing show of af- 
fection, especially since Rogers— 
physically, at least—is a singularly 
unimposing man. At 40 he’s a corn- 
stalk-thin six-footer with a gentle 
face which habitually brightens like a 
three-way light bulb. On camera and 
off, Rogers’ voice is as soothing as 
warm water, while his delivery is as 
low-keyed as a hum. In fact, Rogers’

over-all impression is so silky soft, one 
wonders how he grabs the attention of 
children nurtured on today’s Zap!-Bang!- 
Pow! school of children’s programming. 

The show, on the surface, isn’t dra- 
matically different from others of its 
ilk. There are the familiar happy songs, 
composed by Rogers, such as “‘Every- 
and “Find a Star’; 
pleasant folk such as Chef Brockett and 


Lady Aberlin who drop around; and a 
puppet-populated 


Neighborhood _ of 
Make-Believe ruled by King Friday XIII. 
But it’s not merely puppets and pleasant 
folk which have catapulted Rogers into 
the role of TV Pied Piper. He has 
a way of convincing kids that he’s talk- 
ing to each one individually. John Costa, 
Rogers’ musical director, explains why: 
“Fred really cares about kids and their 
needs.” 

He does, too. Emotional needs, es- 
pecially. And that's something Rogers 
—a child development expert and a 
Presbyterian minister with a special 
ministry in child study—knows quite a 
bit about. ‘I’m not an armchair psy- 
chologist,"’ Rogers says. ‘‘My role is 
to create an atmosphere where a child 
is accepted and allowed to grow.” 

Rogers does this in a couple of ways. 
First, most of the shows are built around 
a childhood need or experience: get- >

ting a haircut, fear of the dark, arrival 
of the new baby, etc. Rogers then skill- 
fully explores the problem in apt sketch- 
es, chats and songs. 

Rogers feels there’s a great need to 
focus on what many might consider 
mini-problems. Many parents, he thinks, 
tend to overlook such juvenile hang-ups 
in a rush to “get the children grown 
up.” “It’s necessary to take the time to 
interpret,’ he continues, ‘just what it 
is to be a child.” 

In many ways, Rogers’ basic pro- 
gramming philosophy — attention to 
childhood emotional needs and self- 
esteem—grew out of his own emotional 
development. Born in Latrobe, Pa., the 
only son of a tool-and-die factory own- 
er, Rogers remembers many of his own 
early emotional needs being neglected. 
He was brought up during the time 
of the Lindbergh kidnaping, when many 
wealthy parents understandably over- 
sheltered their children, and says he 
was ‘“‘closeted’’ much of the time. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Margaret McFarland, a 
family friend and psychological advisor 
on the show, ‘Fred, at age 5, was 
using the piano as a mode of express- 
ing sadness, anger or tenderness.” 


Rogers says he “came out” of himself 
during his four years at Rollins College 
in Florida. ‘“‘People began thinking,” 
Rogers says, ‘‘maybe | wasn’t such a 
kook after all.’ At Rollins, Rogers be- 
gan receiving the kind of acceptance 
which, today, he offers to children. 

Graduating in 1951 with a degree in 
music, Rogers found himself faced with 
a family dilemma. ‘‘Dad wanted me to 
go into the tool-and-die business,” he 
says. “But unlike my parents, | wasn’t 
a ‘party man.’ ”’ Because of his success 
at Rollins, Rogers felt he could make it 
on his own. And in TV children's pro- 
gramming. This threw his folks some- 
what. “They asked me what | could 
possibly know about children's program- 
ming.’ His reply: ‘Enough to know 
what's on is awful.” 

In 1951 he headed for New York. 
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Through family connections (his grand- 
father was an original investor in RCA) 
Rogers got a job as assistant producer 
on NBC’s Voice of Firestone. 

But he was still a long way from his 
goal of working with kids on TV. His 
chance came in 1953 when he joined 
Pittsburgh's fledgling WQED-TV. That 
year he created a children’s show called 
Children’s Corner, which won a Sylvania 
Award and lasted seven years. 

In 1952, Rogers married pianist Jo- 
anne Byrd (they have two boys) and, 
in 1963, after 8 years of on and off 
studying at Pittsburgh Theological Sem- 
inary, he was ordained a minister. His 
special ministry: work with children. He 
also studied child psychology and, to- 
day, serves as consultant to the Arsenal 
Child Study Center, Department of Psy- 
chiatry, University of Pittsburgh. 

After his initial success with Chil- 
dren’s Corner in 1953, however, Rogers’ 
TV work, although highly respected, 
didn’t exactly leap-frog ahead. Chil- 
dren's Corner did have a brief run on 
NBC in 1955 while a similar program 
called Misterogers played on Canada’s 
CBC in 1963. But when production 
money ran out on Misterogers’ Neigh- 
borhood in the summer of ’66, it looked 
like the end. Happily, the public furor 
in Boston and elsewhere brought Rog- 
ers to the attention of the Sears, Roe- 
buck Foundation, which later awarded 
him the $150,000 Grant. (Rogers re- 
ceived a second Sears, Roebuck Grant 
last month.) 

Thousands of kids—and parents—are 
glad to have Fred Rogers around again. 
For Rogers, his life-long goal to ‘create 
an atmosphere where children are ac- 
cepted and allowed to grow" has gained 
national attention, with the results be- 
ginning to show. As one mother put it: 
“When Misterogers looks out from the 
television screen and says, ‘You're a 
very special person and | like you just 
the way you are,’ my little boy, who has 
big ears, glasses and an unruly cow- 
lick, just beams. He accepts himself 
and feels stronger for it.’’ END]
